the Democratic -controlled Con- 
gress. held strategy conference 
with the Vice-President before 
Mr. Agnew started out. 

In Ills opening campaign 
speech here, the Vice-President 
said the elections for the Senate 
and House of Representatives 
were a second critical phase in 
a contest that began with Pres- 
ident Nixon's own presidential 
victory in 1968. 

The contest, he said, was be- 
tween remnants of a discredited 
elite that dominated national 
policy for 40 years and a new 
national majority forged and 
led by President Nixon. 

“This campaign presents us with a clear choice between the 
troglodytic leftists who dominate Congress now, and the moderate 
centrist and conservative supporters of President Nixon,” Mr! 
Agnew declared. 

He made clear that be would make a strong bid to win over 
to the Republicans large numbers of white working men, tradi- 
tionally Democratic voters. 

“Rejected and written off by the old elite, the working wum 
has become the cornerstone of the new majority/' the Vice-Presi- 
dent claimed. 

Republicans accept that there is little ehanw of capturing the 
seven seats needed for a majority In the 100-seat s«wt>- But the 
administration hopes for enough gains to allow the formation of 
a controlling coalition with conservative Democrats. 

Mr. Agnew plans to campaign in 35 states. He is expected to 
concentrate on those where Republican incumbents are threatened 
or where party candidates are given the best chances of unseating 
liberal Democrats.

The Israeli government earlier 
this week announced its withdrawal 
from the peace talks with Egypt 
and Jordan until tha situation in 
the Suez Canal zone was restored 
to its pre-truce status.

Hie officials said that under 
the international convention of 
1961, Turkey was not obliged to 
place a total ban on poppy 
growing. 

According to the officials, Tur- 
key will Inform the UN board 
that it is determined to cany out 
i.hp announced cutback in the 


of provinces where opium 
popples can be legally grown. A 
government decree Issued at the 
end of June reduced the number 
of legal poppy-growing provinces 
from nine to seven. This number 
will be further reduced to four 
next year. 

The Turkish representative Is ex- 
pected to tell the board, that a bill, 
in compliance with the 1961 agree- 
ment and requiring the licensing 
of opium farmers, win be sub- 
mitted to Parliament this autumn. 
The new bill. It is said, will In- 
crease the Jail term for illegal 
poppy growing from six months to 
two years. 

Officials said the government is 
also determined to fight opium 
smuggling. Newly established re- 


gional narcotics bureaus will be 
given more staff and equipment. 

"Turkey has no intention of cut- 
ting down on its current legal 
opium production for export, about! 
120 tans annually." the officials 
said. 

American, diplomatic sources say 
that 80 percent of the heroin 
smuggled into the United States 

originates in Turkish poppy fields. 

Both Turkish and American ex- 
perts estimate that no less than 
50 tons of black-market opium is 
produced in Turkey. 

Since the government decree in 
June, three protest demonstrations 
against the United States and the 
Turkish government have been 
organized by farmers whose opium 
growing has been . banned. < 


WASHINGTON, Sept. 10 cWPi.

techniques. 

Eventually, administration sources 
say, a force of thousands will be 
developed, most of them coming 
from the military, to cover all in- 
ternational and domestic flights 
susceptible to hijacking, but that 
initial attention will be on the 
overseas flights.

Sirhan Temper Tantrum 9 
Leads to Tear Gas, Isolation 


SAN QUENTIN. Calif., Sept. 10 
i'AFi. — S irhan B. Sirhan. the as- 
sassin of Sen. Robert F. Kennedy, 
was tear-gassed In his ceil at San 
Quentin Prison’s death row for 
refusing to give up his meal tray 
and for throwing food at a guard. 
Warden Ioui3 S. Nelson said to- 
day. 

Warden Nelson said Sirhan did 
not resist and came out of the cell 
on his own after guards used "a 
very little tear gas." He was given 
a sedative and placed in an isola- 
tion cell. Mr. Nelson said the in- 
cident occurred yesterday afternoon 
after Sirhan demanded to speak to 
Associate Warden James w. Park. 

The incident followed several 
days of increasing tension on Sir- 
han's part because of the Middle 
East- situation, Mr. Park said later. 
He said Sirhan asked to send a 
telegram to his lawyers. Mr. Park 
refused to divulge the contents ex- 
cept to say it wax on "the general 
subject" of the Middle East.

WASHINGTON. Sept. 10 CWP). 
— In the beginning there was Pan- 
gaea, the single “super continent'’ 
that made up the earth some 225 
million years ago. 

Then, 25 million years later, the 
forces working deep in the core 
of the earth split-Pangaea into two 
large land masses— Lauzasia and 
Gondwana. 

Over the next 200 million years — 
give or take a few— toe present six 
continental land masses crumpled 
from Laurasia and Gondwana to 
drift to their present locations. 

Two government geologists said 
yesterday that for the first time, 
the exact locations of the conti- 
nents have been charted as they 
drifted across toe globe for mil- 
lions of years at speeds of up to 
four Inches a year. 

Dr. Robert S. Dietz *-nd John 
C. Holden used geological land 
marks — as precise as compass 
points— to plot their maps. 

This accurate charting lends 
added weight to the theory of con- 
tinental drift, which is g aining al- 
most unanimous scientific accep- 
tance as new geological and fossil 
evidence is unearthed. 

Continental drift explains why 

map of toe earth looks like a 
jigsaw puzzle— where the eastern 


rift spread— further widening toe 
split between North. America and 
Europe. Australia moved from An- 
tarctica, Africa drifted north and 
India moved to the Equator. 

North and South America are 
continuing their western 'drift dur- 
ing the present Cenozoic period, 
according to toe two geologists. 
Australia and Tn^in are moving 
north at about four inches a year- 
50 times faster than North Amer- 
ica’s drift westward. 

India, however, stopped its 
northward journey abruptly when 
two great plates collided, lifting 
up toe Himalaya wnnn+aip ^ And 
when Africa bumped toe Eurasia 
land mass, a split developed — 
opening the Arabian Peninsula 
and the Red Sea.

are the first to pinpoint the longi- 
tude and latitude of toe continents 
during their 225-mlllion-year drift. 

60-Year-Old Theory 

The theory of continental drift, 
less than 60 years old, was first 
greeted with laughter. But new 
concepts of how the supposedly 
stable earth floor actually is moved 
by forces deep inside the crust are 
being supported by geological evi- 
dence. 

Dr. Dietz and Mr. Holden are 
marine geologists at the UjS. En- 
vironmental Sciences Service Ad- 
ministration’s oceanographi c labo- 
ratory in Miami, Fla. 

Their calculations show that 
Pangaea split midway through the 
Triassic geological period, about 200 
million years ago. Laurasia — now 
the continents of North America, 
Europe and Asia — pulled away 
f r om Gondwana — now toe conti- 
nents of Africa, South America, 
Australia and Antarctica plus In- 
dia. 

The split, they said, was caused 
by “sea-floor spreading”— the well- 
ing up of molten material, called 
magma, from the earth's mantle 
through a rift in the ocean bed. 

As toe magma .pushes out, it 
widens the rift -and moves the

“All we can determine at present 
Is that It contains a higher content 
of uranium t hqTI any mineral found 
on earth. 

“The mineral is contained in 
only one minute crystal of the 
sample we have been studying.” 

Prof. Levering said his team was 
on toe verge of Isolating the 
crystal 

The mineral also contained high 
percentages of iron, titanium, zir- 
conium and silicon, he revealed. 

“We are stiU not sure whether 
the -mineral could be of any 
tremendous benefit to man,” Prof.

NASA Solicits 
Ideas on Goals 
Of Space Station 

MOUNTAIN VIEW, Calif, Sept. 
10 (Reuters 1. — The UH. space 
agency has enlisted the help of 
American and foreign scientists in 
a $3 billion project to put a giant 
station in orbit for an uninterrupt- 
ed ten-year swing around toe earth. 

The aim is to orbit the space- 
station between 1976 and 1978 and 
by that time to have developed 
space shuttle to supply it with men 
and supplies from earth about 
every two months.

A similar slingshot technique is 
planned for a “grand tour” of 
several planets by unmanned 
probes in tbe late 1970s.

If everything goes as planned, 
the probe would fly within 3,400 
miles of Venus on Feb. 5, 1074, 
examine its dense, murky atmos- 
phere and then swing in closer to 
tbe sun to scout Mercury on 
March 30. 

Mercury has highest priority in 
the unusual mission because so lit- 
tle is known about it. It is toe 
planet closest to the sun, with a 
year of 89 earth-days. Scientists 
t hink it has little, if any, atmos- 
phere. 

Orbiting of Frogs Put Off 
WASHINGTON, Sept. 10 <AP). 
— An attempt to place two frogs 
in orbit was postponed for the 
fourth time last night after NASA 
doctors found the frogs were “not 
in satisfactory condition." The 
launch has not been resechedulad. 

Scientists hoped to place toe 
frogs in orbit to learn about the 
disorientation that has occurred tn 
man and animals in previous space 
flights. Frogs have an inner ear 
similar to man’s. The canwiiy of 
the inner ear control the sense of 
balance. 


Di f fere n t Approach 
Prof. Parker started from a 
rather different point of view. He 
happens to be a student of algae 
and other microscopic organisms in 
spare environments — places the 

nutrient-thin Antarctic, aud high, 
vegetation-free crater lakes “where 
there are even fewer cells m unit 
volume t han I’ve fo und in clouds.” 

As a member until recently of 
the staff at the center for the 
Study ol Natural Systems at Wash- 
ington University in St. Louis, he 
became Interested in water pollu- 
tion. He wanted to measure dis- 
solved organic substances that 
might help science understand the 
process of pollution. 

He accordingly put some sample 
collectors in his home goldfish 
pond. To his surprise they amassed 
significant amounts of vitamin 
B-12 and other B -complex vitamins 
like niacin and biotin after certain 
rains, especially rains following 
thunderstorms. 

His first thought, naturally, was 
that these chemicals and other 
nutrients must be carried into the 
sky with airborne dust, soil par- 
ticles. pollens or spores— in other 
words, stuff sucked or blown aloft 
from the ground. 

But he has found few good cor- 
relations of such airborne particles 
with rain-borne vitamin concentra- 
tions. The two just do not seem to 
be connected. 

Hit Conclusions 

He made further studies. He 
made chemical tests to determine 
the viabltty or potential for life in 
airborne dusts and other particles. 

He .concluded that: 

• There are many micro-orga- 
nisms In the air in 'both dormant 
and non -dormant stages, including 
“numerous algae indistinguish- 
able... from algae grown in my 
laboratory.” 

Clouds— especially white, puffy 
cumulus clouds and steeply piled 
cumulonimbus or thunder clouds — 
may provide temporary homes for 
such organisms, hnrnpg often lasting 
many days. 

Such long cloud life is not even 
vital. “In some microorganisms a 
few hours at optimum temperatures 
is sufficient far several cell divi- 
sions," he said. 

Even In non-tropical climates, 
clouds often occur low 
(2,000 to 3,000 feet) to provide 
temperatures above freezing, warm 
enough for life. Even in clouds 
20,000 feet up, water often stays 
liquid because of reduced pressure 
despite “freezing" temperatures. 
And many organisms can readily 
grow at 32 degrees Fahrenheit. 

Light intensities in clouds, the 
presence of water droplets, the 
presence of airborne trace elements 
and biologically important gases — 
all may be highly compatible with 
[-life processes like photosynthesis, 
metabolism and cell growth. 

All this, Prof. Parker emphasizes, 
is far from proved. 

But to him just the finding that 
“the vitamin B-12 is apparently 
produced in some clouds bints that 
something in fact is going on." 

Lear ni n g just what goes on might 
have practical uses. 

Disease, Pollution Spread 
Clouds, Prof. Parker writes, “may 
play significant roles in the dis- 
persal of microorganisms and 
chemicals . . . Some of the micro- 


organisms might be pathogens, and 
involve the mechanisms of the 
spread of disease ” and “one might 
envision some future technology 
capable of manipulating” clouds’ 
micr obial content “to change or 
reduce the pollutants” in the earth’s 
deteriorating atmosphere. 

One migh t even look up at a 
planet Bke Venus — a planet eter- 
nally enveloped by deep, ever present 
clouds, a planet whose surface is 
evidently too hot for life— and ask: 
“What kind of life might exist in 
Its thick, durable clouds?”

The Senate Must Choose

The future of the United States will be 
substantially influenced by the debate which 
began in the Senate on Tuesday. At issue is 
the House-passed resolution for amendment 
of the Constitution to permit direct popular 
election of the President. No more impor- 
tant amendment has been laid before Con- 
gress during the current century. 

The momentous nature of the amendment 
Is about the only thing on which the two 
sides agree. Its sponsors say that it is es- 
sential to save the electoral system from 
potential chaos that would have devastating 
repercussions upon the political and eco- 
nomic stability of the country. Opponents 
say that It Is “a dangerous, if well-inten- 
tioned enterprise that will ultimately destroy 
the American constitutional system.” Those 
diametrically opposing views suggest that 
the debate will be heated, but the country 
will also be watching for discussion in more 
down-to-earth terms of the defects of the 
present electoral system. 

The minority of the Senate Judiciary 
Committee made a serious error In avoiding 
this aspect of the problem in Its report. 
Instead of addressing themselves to the dif- 
ficulties that have arisen under the electoral 
college system, the six opposing senators— 
Eastland, McClellan, Ervin, Hruska, Fong, 
Thurmond— soared off into the wild blue 
yonder of constitutional theory. They see 
the obsolete Electoral College as an Integral 
part of our federal system and fear that 
the whole thing is likely to fall apart if 
Congress and the states should embrace the 
"radical" device of direct elections. 


It Is true that the Electoral College was 
one of the compromises adopted by the 
founding fathers to draw the big states and 
the small states Into a federal system that 
would be satisfactory to both. Almost from 
the beginning, however, It proved to be 
unworkable. The framers were thinking of 
a body of wise men, "appointed” as the 
legislatures of the state might direct, who 
would choose the country’s ablest statesman 
as President, m practice the political 
parties soon made the presidential electors 
subservient to themselves, and through most 
of our history the President has been 
indirectly elected by the people. Today the 
public would be horrified by the thought 
of going back to the system of appointed 
electors which the framers devised. 

The real question before the Senate Is 
whether it will recognize this evolution and 
write into the Constitution a rational sys- 
tem for direct election of the President. .

New Truffaut Film— 
A Newlywed Comedy

T>ARIS» Sept. 10. — Francois 
Truffaut’s new film. "Domi- 
cile Conjugal’ fat the Con- 
corde-Rathe;, concerns the lat- 
ter-day adventures of the 
orphaned boy sent to reform 
school in “lies 400 Coups” In 
1958. The boy first reappeared 
two years ago as the fumbling 
employee of a detective agency 
in “Baisers Voids." in his most 
recent reincarnation, interpreted 
by the same actor, Jean-Pi erre 
Leaud. who has grown up with 
his movies, he has just mar- 
ried. 

Francois Truffaut, inventor- 
director of this character, ap- 
parently intends to relate a 
complete biography on the 
screen, extracting from each 
chapter of his character's 
development an entire film. As 
Truffaut usually invuts enchant- 
ment to all he does, and, as 
L£aud is an ingratiating inter- 
preter of tact and charm, one 
looks forward with pleasure to 
the subsequent installments.

In the present case, the ma- 
terial and the approach are 
somewhat at odds. The script 
embraces many of the jokes 
about early marriage made 
familiar by the comic scrips 
and such plays as Frank 
Craven's "The First Year" and 
even more relevantly by 
"V Amour Veille." a work of like 
lightness and grace despite its 
similar hackneyed premise. 

Here we have again the 
strained relations with the in- 
laws. the young man's chance 
happening on a secure job, his 
first false step—' when he strays 
to commit adultery with a 
visiting Japanese push-over— 
and the wife's discovery of his 
passing infidelity. 

For practical purposes, such 
a farce should be louder and 
funnier. Instead we are con- 
fronted with a comedy of bad 
manners, basically 'vulgar ami 
banal, treated with wispish 
fragility. Truffaut, as has been 
suggested, is so polite that be 
would add -s'il vous plait'’ to 
the Ten Comma uciments. There 
he requests our indulgence for 
what is in large measure a col- 
lection of funny- paper Jocosities. 
We grant it, but his scenario 
is so slight that when the film

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is over, one is apt to wonder 
—like the girl in the Fatachou 
song “La Chose” — when it is 
going to begin. 

Claude Jade and Leaud as the 
young couple setting out on 
the rocky road of matrimony 
have an appealing freshness 
and convey a wistful innocence 
that lightens the burdens of 
some very stale “Just married" 
gags. Hiroko Berchauer hs the 
Oriental vamp. 1970 model, and 
the others, too. are welcome 
company. But Truffaut's talent 
is not for robust, cartoon hu- 
mor. His is a gentle and poetic 
touch. One does not shop for 
beefsteak at a florist and this 
director, like his hero at the 
start of the film, is one of the 
flower people. 

* * * 

Though advertised as being In 
“the English version'’ at the 
Mari gnan -Paths, “A Man Called 
Horse" is actually for the most 
part in American Tnriian dia- 
lects. This is a fetching in- 
novation and it might be an 
excellent idea to translate all 
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Westerns into Sioux or Black- 
Footese hereafter and thus 
make dialogue of the “Ughi 
I'm shot’" brand incomprehen- 
sible. 

This new Western is both 
novel and amusing. It concerns 
an English nobleman of the 
1820s who adventuresomely un- 
dertakes a hunting holiday in 
the American wilds. He is cap- 
tured by the redskins and made 
a beast of burden and renamed 
"Horse." But bis valor im- 
presses the braves and, prompt- 
ed to replace a slain chief of 
the tribe, he adopts Dame 
Judith Anderson who is imper- 
sonating a squawly old squaw 
as his mother, an unforeseen bit 
of Barrlesque fantasy. The war- 
path sequences provide the 
necessary epic action and there 
is a re-enacting of the vow- 
to-the-sun ordeal in which the 
British aristocrat's courage is 
tested. French sub-titles trans- 
late the Indian dialogue. Here 
is certainly a Western with a 
difference. 


Sidney Pettier, one of the 
most accomplished American 
actors, has risen to become a 
box-office idol. As the ranks 
of his admirers have swelled, 
the quality of his films has 
alarmingly declined. His out- 
standing- performance was in his 
initial movie, "Raisin in the 
Sun." which was also his most 
interesting vehicle.

S ALZBURG. Austria. —In his 
77th year, Karl Bfihrn. is 
Austria’s musical elds states- 
man and honorary Genera I- 
musikdireJctar, but he la keeping 
as busy as a young kapellmeis- 
ter trying to make his mark— 
which is what he was 50 years 
ago. 

His frugal downbeat opened 
three major festivals this year 
—with Bruckner's Eighth to 
Vienna, with "Tristan” In Bay- 
reuth and, two days later, with 
-Pideho” here. Saturday, he 
and the Vienna Philharmonic 
open & special Beethoven festi- 
val in Bonn, the composer's 
birthplace. He remains the pil- 
lar of the German wing of New 
York's Metropolitan Opera, and 
is looking ahead not only to a 
Beethoven bicentennial “Fldelio" 
there, but to a new production 
of Berg's “Wozzeck” in Salz- 
burg next year and in 1972 to 
“Tarroh&user” in Bayreuth in a 
planned new production by the 
Italian director Giorgio Strehler. 

“Fidello" has been a key 
opera In Bdhxn’s career. He first 
conducted it In his native Graz 
a half-century ago— to com- 
memorate the composer's 150th 
birthday— and it has reappeared 
on many important occasions 
since, such as the reopening of 
the rebuilt Vienna State Opera 
house in J956 under his direc- 
tion. Yet he seems to come 
fresh to each revival of the 
work, nnri this year even col- 
laborated with Gunther Rennert 
here in shaking up a few of the 
work's acquired traditions — 
moving the Leon ore Overture 
No. 3 from its accustomed spot - 
before the final scene to the 
beginning, and playing the 
opera through without a break. 

Third Performance 
“At first I was not so con- 
vinced about this," he admitted, 
“but in the third performance 
the public really seemed to go 
along with It. After the dun- 
geon scene, to have the C -major 
of the final scene come im- 
mediately .. .” his voice sup- 
plied an approving exclamation 
mark.

The 1970 Forecast 

By Jon Winroth 

TpARIS. Sept 10. — Predicting how a vintage will turn out has 
A a lot in common with betting on the horses. There is no 
winner until he has been announced and there is no wine until 
it has been made. But with the Beaujolais grape harvest less 
than two weeks distant, it seems safe enough, with the usual 
hedges, to make a few predictions about the 1970 wines. 

The outlook Is good. The crop is abundant and, barring 
incessant rain, will be of good quality. According to official 
sources at the mstltub National des Appellations d'Oziglne, it ia 
certain that the wine will be very pleasant. 

In July, the outlook was for a very great year, but August 
was not sunny enough. The wine will be high in alcoholic 
content, even higher than in '69, but It will lack aridity. This 
means that, as in ’64, it will be a little too round, lacking a bit 
in the sort of distinction that immediately set off a Beaune from 
a Pommard. 

One of the best things about the 1970 vintage is that it should 
bring prices back down from the high-flying orbit that the ’69 
vintage with its exceptional quality and small quantity put them 
into. And the 1970 wines should also be ready early, which win 
permit rapid replenishing of depleted stocks. 

Here is a run-down of the prospects for the various regions; 

• Burgundy— Very large quantity as everywhere. "While 1970 
will not be a famous year but only a good one in the Cftte d'Or, it 
will be very good indeed in Chablis, irreproachable in character 
and rich in fragrance. 

• Bordeaux— Huge quantity and better quality than i n r 69 , 
although lacking somewhat in acidity. As in Burgundy, the 
harvest should begin late in September. 

• Champagne— The quantity will be bigger than the 
demand, a rarity In recent years, and it will be a vintage year. 
Stocks are being depleted too rapidly and 1970 should permit 
catching up. 

• Alsace — Good quantity and quality. Prices are unlikely to 
go either up or down. 

• Loire Valley— As in Chablfe the wines should be excellent, 
the epitome of what made them famous, in Muscadet there are 
large stocks and with this year's bumper crop prices should drop 
distinctly, 

• Rhone Valley— For the first time in two years there Is 
more than average quantity to satisfy a rising demand for Cdtes 
du Rhdne. which are beginning to compete with Beaujolais now 
that it has become so expensive. The quality should be very 
good. 

• Midi— This is the mass-production area of the French 

vineyard and, taken for what it is, it should be sensationally good 
this year. "

So ■ when ..Wieland Wagner 
brought Mm to Bayreuth, he 
said, he . came back to Richard 
Wagner with an approach that 
was “purified, not so bombastic.** 

Bdhm’s only obvious con- 
cession to age is that he now 
concentrates his activities on 
works of long acquaintance. 
But In the past he conducted 
much new music i»kI cham- 
pioned some — be has done as 
much as any conductor, since 
Ms first “Woaseck” at Darm- 
. stadt in 1931, in the presence 
l of Berg, to draw that opera 
and Barg's “Lulu" into to- 
day’s repertory. And he has 
not lost his interest in current 
musical activity. 

“When I was a theater 
director to Dresden I con- 
ducted a couple of new operas 
every year," he recalled. T 
wasn’t a hundred percent 
behind all of them, but I did 
it for the development of the 
public."

Swiss Arrest 
Four in Case 
Of U.S. Bank

GENEVA. Sept 10 (NYT). — 
Four persons, including Paul Eni- 
na an, an American who resigned 
Sunday as vice-chairman of Unit- 
ed California Bank’s Basel sub- 
sidiary, have been arrested in con- 
nection with the investigation of 
the subsidiary's loss of about 
$30 million. 

A spokesman for the Basel pro- 
secutor’s office said today that 
Alfred Kattenbach, a Swiss who 
headed the UCB subsidiary's secu- 
rity division and also resigned Sun- 
day. was another of the four ar- 
rested. He did not give the names 
of the other two. 

Henry Weiser, who was sent over 
to take charge of the subsidiary 
after its heavy losses were reported 
to the home office, said that the 
management had not submitted a 
complaint to the Basel authorities 
and had not been officially notified 
of the arrests. 

Swiss Investigation 
The arrests were made, it was 
understood, on the basis of an in- 
vestigation T.by'’ the Swiss Federal 
Banking Commission. Frank King. 
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UCB chairman, told correspondents 
in Basel yesterday that the loss was 
due to ■•unauthorized’ trading in 
cocoa. 

The prosecutor's office said that 
no charges had been filed, and it 
was understood that the four per- 
sons were being held for investiga- 
tion. An audit of the losses is to 
be completed shortly. Swiss Jaw 
usually allows the prosecution ten 
days to two weeks to decide 
whether to bring charges, at the 
end of which time a suspect is 
either cleared or permitted to ap- 
ply for release on bail. 

Mr. King said today that UCB 
was considering closing down Its 
Swiss subsidiary. 

UCB, the second largest bank 
west of the Rockies after the Bank 
of America, acquired a 58 percent 
interest In the former Salik Bank 
in 1969. 

According to Mr. King, the Amer- 
ican bank’s board met last Friday 
and authorized the drawing up of 
plan to provide sufficient funds 
to prevent any losses to depositors 
and creditors. 

Mr. King said the Federal Re- 
serve Board had given assurances 
of lull cooperation. 

One result of the affair, which 
is being followed closely in Swit- 
zerland. Is expected to be tighter 
regulation of new foreign banks 
setting up Swiss facilities. The 
Swiss Parliament is to debate bank- 
ing legislation later this month.

Customs duties and sales taxes 
advanced to £426 million from £389 
million, putting net sales proceeds 
at £791 million, op from £706 mil- 
lion and other income at £33 mil- 
lion. up from £20 million. 

Income before tax rose 6 percent 
to £192 million from £184 million. 

BP said the reduction in net in- 
come, which was disappointing 
particularly in view of a consider- 
able tonnage increase in sales, re- 
flected the delay with which pro- 
duct prices reacted to higher costs, 
especially freight costs.

Leon T. Kendall, who heads the 
group made up of some 500 mem- 
bers of the New York Stock Ex- 
change. coupled his prediction last 
night with a call for a new federal 
tax policy on securities concerns to 
enable them to avoid future capital 
drainages. 

“In the last 18 months.'’ he said, 
“mergers, dissolutions and liquida- 
tions have taken 80 member firms 
from the NYSE rolls. We are likely 
to lose 50 more firms before an- 
other six months passes. 

“Net. our industry has lost more 
Arms in the last 18 mon ths than 
we lost during the entire depres- 
sion from 1929 to the low for our 
industry in 1940. There is evidence 
that we are losing firms at a faster 
pace than we did between 1929 and 
1933 and it's my guess that we are 
probably losing money on opera- 
tions at a faster pace now than in 
the 1930s.” he said. 

Cyclical Business 

Mr. Kendall's statements were 
made to underscore the cyclical 
nature of the brokerage business. 
He said it was his opinior that the 
Industry currently was at the bot- 
tom of a cycle and was about to 
climb out of its recession, assuming 
that the standard forecasts of an 
economic turnaround were accu- 
rate.

SEC Suit on Bangor Punta 
Charges Disclosure Failure

Eurodollar Borrowings 
By U.S. Banks Drop 

WASHINGTON, Sept. 10 (Reu- 
ters' .—Eurodollar borrowings by 
UB. banks from their overseas 
branches fell by $716 million in the 
week ended Sept. 2. the largest de- 
cline since late July, the Federal 
Reserve reports. 

The drop, which follows tliree 
consecutive weekly Increases, 
brought gross liability of banks to 
their foreign subsidiaries to $10.43 
billion. The figures indicate a $33 
million downward revision from the 
$112 billion figure reported the 
previous week. 


NEW YORK, Sept. 10 (NYT).— 
The Securities and Exchange C can- 
mission announced yesterday that 
it has brought suit against Bangor 
Punta Carp, a conglomerate con- 
cern, for alleged violation of tbe 
securities laws. 

The -SEC. based its complaint on 
the alleged failure by Bangor 
Punta to disclose ’’certain material 
facts” in a registration statement 
it issued in July. 1969, concerning 
an offer for the common stock of 
Piper Aircraft. 

The complaint alleges that at 
the time the registration statement 
was filed a decision had been 
reached by Bangor Punta's 
directors to sell its subsidiary. 
Bangor and Aroostook Railroad. 
The complaint further alleges that 
Bangor Punta knew at that time 
the sale would result in a sub- 
stantial loss based on the carry- 
ing value of the railroad on Bangor 
Punta’s financial statement. 

Bangor Response 

David Wallace, president and 
chief executive officer of Bangor 
Punta. said in a statement last 
night that the "earliest disclosure’’ 
of the railroad sale was made in 
October, 1969. Mr. Wallace added 
that “since adequate disclosure was 
made, we believe the SEC com- 
plaint has no merit.” 

Bangor Punta sold the lailroad 
for 55 million in cash, resulting, the 
SEC said, in an extraordinary loss 
of about $14 million, which “far 
exceeded" Bangor Punta’s con- 
solidated profit for the fiscal year 
to Sept. 30, 1969 or any previous 
fiscal year. In fiscal 1969, Bangor 
Punta reported a net income of 
$509 million before an "extra- 
ordinary loss” of $14.55 million. 

The SEC complaint also said that

World Bank Commitments at Record

WASHINGTON, Sept. 10 (WP). 
— The World Bank Group approv- 
ed the highest level of commit- 
ments ever in fiscal 1970, ended 
June 30. running tbe total over 
$2 billion. 

This was announced yesterday in 
the annual report of the bank, 
summarizing its record and those 
of Its affiliates, the International 
Development Association (IDA) 
and the International Finance 
Corp. iIFCj. 

But World Bank officials were 
the first to concede that this raw 
statistic gave an excessively op- 
timistic coloration to the real re- 
sults of the year. 

Despite the Increase in commit- 
ments (agreements to make loans i. 
actual disbursements have failed 
to Increase in tbe past two years. 

The failure. . . Is a real dis- 
appointment." one bank official 
acknowledged. “We know we don’t 
have all the time in the world.” 

Bank president Robert S. Mc- 
Namara had committed himself in 
1968 to a doubling of the World 
Bank's role In aid commitments in 
the ensuing five years. This goal 
is on its way to being sub- 
stantially achieved, with loans 
boosted in 1970 to 81.68 billion from 
$847 million in 1968. 

But a loon represents mere ap- 


proval of a project — establishment 
of a line of credit. Disbursements 
— tbe actual payments for work 
under way — totaled only $772 mil- 
lion in 1970. the exact total of the 
disbursements in 1968, and only 
slightly above those in 1969. 

Bank officials say the main 
cause of the lag between commit- 
ment and actual expenditure, is 
waning emphasis on traditional 
projects and entering new and 
smaller countries. 

Officials predict a rapid ac- 
celeration in actual disbursements 
later this year and in 1971. -We 
are concerned with the quality as 
wen as the quantity of aid,” one 
bank official says, "and it will 
take a time to show up.” 

Nonetheless, bank officials have

Consumers Happier 
NEW YORK. Sept. 10 (NYT).— 
An improvement in consumer at- 
titudes. the first In more than a 
year, has been found by the Univer- 
sity of Michigan's survey research 
center, whose index of consumer 
sentiment rose to 77.1 percent of 
“normal" in the third quarter from 
a low point of 75.4 percent in tbe 
second quarter. 

The index, reflecting changes 
from the February. 1966. rate of 100, 
thus made its first upward turn 
since February. 1969, when it stood 
at 95.1. 

The index interprets answers to 
a series of questions among 1.350 
families across the country in a 
survey conducted in August. 

Despite the improvement, however, 
consumer sentiment remains at a 
low ’evel, it was said, chiefly as a 
result of rising prices grwj high in- 
terest rates. 

The Michigan survey center is of 
the opinion that the saving rate 
will remain high (now 7.5 percent 
of disposable income) and that 
purchase of big-ticket durable goods 
will remain sluggish during the next 
six months. 

Expectations about business trends 
improved substantially compared 
with April and May. but attitudes 
toward the personal financial situa- 
tion and evaluations of buying con- 
ditions for large household durables 
worsened slightly.

T OfJDON. — Notes on hotel life 
abroad oir Lhe delude cir- 
cuit: 

We were surprised when we 
arrived here at the size of this 
room. Eight feet wide. 1" feet 
long, and most of this space 
clogged with 
bathroom, beds, 
wardrobe, lamp 
and two chairs 
in red plastic. It 
seemed cramp- 
ed for two. "I 
have just finish- 
ed putting a 
couple with ten 
suitcases into a 
room smaller Baker 
than this.” the 
cheerful porter told us... 

At first we used to rise early 
and stay out all day because 
the smallness of the room led 
to dangerously severe depres- 
sions, which our psychiatrists 
thought inadvisable just then. 
Now, however, we are fond of 
it, even sentimental. In size 
and shape it reminds me very 
much of a clothes closet in a 
room I once had for a night 
at the Claypool Ho'tel in Indian- 
apolis . . . 

It Is amusing to sit in the 
lobby of our hotel when new 
guests arrive. Once a Canadian 
couple arriving at breakfast time 
were told that their reservations 
had been canceled six weeks 
previously. The reservations of 
Japanese tourists always turn 
out to be for one night only, 
although Japanese tourists in- 
variably insist they have reserv- 
ed rooms for four nights. Yes- 
terday morning a weight-lifter 
who arrived exhausted from 
Salonika was told that his reser- 
vation bad been canceled on 
Nov. 3. “As this is only Sept. 
10,” he said in his native 
tongue, Serbo-Croat. “that 
seems highly unlikely.” The 
clerk, though always unhappy 
about such irregularities, let him 
have a room without having un- 
derstood a word he had said. 
It is obvious that this hotel 
either has or needs a computer 
to handle its reservations... 

* * * 

There is a new guest in the 
room next door. We. can hear 
him through the wall, which 
is Incredibly thin. His habits 
are odd. We often hear him 
lying in bed lip-reading the 
sports pages of the newspapers 
for hour after hour. Fortunately, 


he seems to have no interest 
in the political news... 

A marvelous aspect of our 
hotel room is its sensitivity to 
the subway trains that pass 
directly underneath it en route 
to the Bays water station in the 
next block. Sometimes on 
nights when we go to bed early 
my wife wakes with a shudder. 
"What woke you?” "There 
should have been a train pulling 
into Bayswater two minutes ago, 
and it has not arrived. Some- 
thing terrible may have hap- 
pened,'' We sometimes lie there 
three or four minutes visualiz- 
ing terrible incidents under the 
earth, but eventually the reas- 
suring roar and brake scream 
make our room shake, and we 
go back to sleep... 

One night we heard a man In 
the room across the hail ask 
Ills wife. ‘‘With a room this 
small, why would anybody paint 
the walls hot pink with a 
lavenaer trim?” 

One day we will have to pack 
our bags and leave our hotel 
room. Lately we have been 
preparing for this day with 
packing drills. The most ef- 
ficient method is achieved by 
placing the suitcases in the 
hall. However, our rehearsals 
annoy the maids, who complain 
that we interfere with, their 
movements as they scurry from 
room to room to make sure that 
no one has any fresh soap in 
his bathroom. Packing in the 
lobby is, of course, out of the 
Question, or so the manager in- 
sists . .. 

• • • 

Once our telephone rang. "Are 
you aware that your reserva- 
tions were canceled on July 17?” 
a voice asked. I said I had 
never been in any doubt about 
it. “Thank you. Sir,” he said, 
and rang off... 

"There isn't a hotel room to 
be had in London,” the clerks 
at our reception desk keep 
telling each other, as well as 
Japanese despondent about hav- 
ing come all the way from 
Osaka for one night in London 
instead of the four they have 
anticipated, and new arrivals 
from America exhausted from 
hours of walking in order to 
avoid the tinyness of their 
rooms until the last possible 
minute. How we yearn for a 
long Pullman trip in an upper 
berth, perhaps with the cats.

—Australian 'labor unions have 
joined with conservationists and 
other aroused citizens in a cam- 
paign to protect the world- 
renowned Great Barrier Reel 
from men who drill lor oil as 
well as from hungry coral-eating 
Starfish. 

The participation by the 
unions, taking the form of a boy- 
cott, has helped bring a halt in 
exploratory drilling in waters 
near the reef, a natural break- 
water 1,250 miles long off 
Queensland State here in 
northeastern Australia. 

The breakwater, which is 
from 16 to 200 miles wide, is 
a joining of 2,425 exposed reefs 
and some 600 islands and islets, 
among them Heron Island, the 
site of a marine research sta- 
tion. 

The numerous dangers to the 
breakwater have become a 
national issue, for the Great 
Barrier Reef, besides being a 
many-hued natural wonder con- 
structed by minuscule marine 
animals called coral polyps, is 
Australia's principal tourist at- 
traction and an extraordinary 
laboratory for the study of 
marine life. Red bumper stickers 
proclaiming -Save the Barrier 
Reel” have carried the cam- 
paign all over the country. 

Ban Questioned 

Oil men and state officials, 
faced with the ban on drill- 
ings by a commission appointed 
by the government, argued In 
vain that the site of the explo- 
ration, off the town of Proser- 
pine. was 30 miles from the 
reef and was actually closer to 
the shore. 

"The slightest danger is too 
much danger." said Prime Min- 
ister John. G. Gorton as he 
Intervened in the dispute 
against the wishes of the 
Queensland state government, 
which hopes for substantial oil 
revenue from offshore waters. 

At Mr. Gorton's insistence, 
the Queensland government of 
Premier Johannes Bjelke-Peter- 
sen halted exploratory opera- 
tions by an Australian company 
last January. 

The state and federal gov- 
ernments— the federal govern- 


ment claims jurisdiction over 
offshore waters — then agreed to 
a joint inquiry, and in May a 
three-man royal commission 
was appointed, consisting of Sir 
Gordon Wallace, retired pres- 
ident of the New South Wales 
Court of Appeals, as chairman; 
Dr. J. E. smith, a marine scien- 
tist, and J. V. Morgan a petro- 
leum engineer from Canada. 

•If en oil-well blowout oc- 
curred. the ocean currents flow- 
ing toward the Queensland 
coast would take the oQ spill 
right into the reef,” said Doug- 
las J, Sherrington, secretary of 
the Labor party group in the 
Queensland state legislature 

and an active conservationist. 

Testimony 

But spokemen for the oil 
industry, in testifying before 
the Investigating commission, 
have emphasized the precau- 
tions against spillage. As for the 
prospects of finding oil off 
Queensland, they have voiced 
optimism. 

Fred Whitby, general secre- 
tary of the Queensland State 
Trades and Labor Council, said, 
"The decision of the commis- 
sion won't alter our attitude a 
bit.” He thus Indicated that tbe 
unions would continue to im- 
mobilize any oil operations in 
the vicinity of the reef by boy- 
cotts as long as the labor 
leaders considered that there 
is an element of risk in the 
drilling. 

Protection of the reef is 
"probably the most popular 
position we have ever taken,” 
Mr. Whitby remarked. 

The Great Barrier Reef at- 
tracts scientists, skin divers 
and sightseers who come from 
all over the world to view the 
picturesque sea life that exists 
in profusion and variety, found 
nowhere else. 

For example, scientists have 
listed 100 varieties of coral. 700 
species of fish, 34 different 
mollufks and 25 varieties of sea 
cucumber off Heron island. 
This is a diversity “far more 
than is known from the entire 
area of the North Atlantic and 
associated waters,” says a re- 
port from the zoology depart- 
ment of the University of 
Queensland in Brisbane. 

The Great Barrier Reef has 


been threatened with damage 
before, by coral-collecting tour- 
ists a nd by mining companies, 
which have sought— but not 
received— state permission to 
remove coral lor Its limestone 
content. 

Bub the greatest and most 
-immediate peril to the natural 
breakwater has come from the 
voracious crown of thorns 
starfish, a many-armed, almost 
indestructible creature that 
exists by eating live coral. 

Killing the minuscule coral 
polyps, which cover the reef In 
a Jive layer three to ten feet 
thick, turns a gardenlike under- 
water spectacle of dazzling 
hues into dull brown rock, for 
the coral loses its brilliant 
colors on dying. The brown 
rock eventually crumbles into 
sterile rubble, marine plants 
die, the vivid tropical fish and 
other sea creatures depart for 
better feeding grounds, and a 

once fascinating miniature 

world becomes an empty desert. 

Such a blight has come to 
hundreds of square miles of the 
breakwater, as some mysterious 
variation of the life cycle, pos- 
sibly manmade, has brought the 
crown of thorns starfish in the 
proportions of a plague to parts 
of the Great Barrier Beef and 
other areas of the tropical 
Pacific. 

Theories 

Scientists differ in their 
theories of what has caused 
the starfish invasion. Some 
speculate that the outbreak is 
a “cyclical phenomenon" such 
as recurrent locust plagues. 
Others attribute the infestation 
to pollution, blasting of reefs 
for ship passages or illegal 
fishing, or the collection of 
mollusks— prized for their 
shells — that prey on the star- 
fish. 

Dr. Robert End can of Queens- 
land University and other 
experts have urged the govern- 
ment to institute an emergency 
program of starfish extermina- 
tion. The government has 
appointed a committee to study 
the problem. 

"We will not rush into any 
schemes or ideas for destroying 
the crown of thorns starfish 
until we can assess, appreciate 
and understand the real nature 
of the problem," said Nigel H.

Bowen, federal minister for 
education and science. 

Conservationists such as Dr. 
Patricia Mather, a marine biol- 
ogist at Queensland University 
and secretary of the Great 
Barrier Reef Committee, which 
is made up of scientists, urges 
that control of the natural asset 
be placed under an independent 
body immune to governmental 
or political interference. 

"The reef is of importance 
to the world,” Dr. Mather said 
recently. "If Australia cant take 
care of it, it should be taken 
away and put under an inter- 
national authority.” 


Russian dancer Alexandre 
Filippov, 25. granted political 
asylum in Mexico last weekend, 
and his Brazilian girl friend, 
Luci Tristan. 23, want to dance 
together : In the United States, 
they said Wednesday at a press 
conference in Mexico City.

Filippov said: "I love Luci very 
much but I also defected be- 
cause I cannot return to the 
Soviet Union for political rea- 
sons." He refused to elaborate. 

Luci, from Bela Horizonte in 
Brazil's M jnra Gerais state, 
said she fell in love with Filip- 
pov after watching a perform- 
ance there of *the Moiseyev 
troupe. 

‘T sat right below where 
Alexandre was dancing and 
tha t was it. I just fell madly 
in love with him. Ours is a 
story of love and we hope we 
can dance together in the 
United States.” 

Luci said she flew to Mexico 
to help plan Filippov’s defec- 
tion. The couple,' who intend 
to marry, evaded a police and 
Soviet Embassy search for a 
week before Filippov was grant- 
ed asylum.

A Milan model who hit the 
headlines last autumn by de- 
claring . her love for American 
aircraft hijacker Raffaele Mini- 
chieUo announced yesterday she 
was marrying an industrialist. 
“My love for Raffaele has 
changed to admiration.” Maria 
Grazia Bettini, 24, told report- 
ers here.

Melchex was the major stock- 
holder. then resold to Miss Day 
and Mr. Melchex. Judge Bar- 
ron noted that the Melchers 
claimed to have taken out a 
15-year loan of $800,000 for tbs 
purchase. The questionable 
aspect of this loan, she said, 
was that the Melchers im- 
mediately agreed to pay in one 
lump sum all the interest that 
would come due for the life of 
the loan and accordingly 
deducted $76,000 from their in- 
come tax as interest payments. 

"No prudent purchaser, if he 
had $76,000 on hand, would 
borrow to pay off interest,” the 
judge said.
